Painting Wheels Without

Take a piece of tin 26 inches 
square. Put a 17 inch wheel on 
the tin and mark the inside cir- 
cle. Cut it out and then make 
the outside round, leaving the 
piece 5 inches across. Then cut 
the piece in two. Next you wrap 
it around a 15 inch wheel and 
weld it together. Put a flange 
on the inside of it and about 14 
inch, pointing it toward the tire 
so it will go inside the bead on 
the wheel. Put strap iron on 
two sides in the form of a hook 
and put two spring steel bands 
(such as a clock spring) on the 
other side. This will help you 
snap it on the wheel so you can 
paint. This is for a 15 inch 
wheel. The same can be done to 
make one for a 14 inch wheel 
by using a 16 inch wheel to start 
with, instead of a 17 inch wheel.
